Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 9, 13, 15, 16, and 20-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued by the Applicants on the 3'^'^ page of Remarks, dated October 20, 
2009, prior art does not teach "a plurality of pulses alternating in sign and having 
the initial value, wherein a first pulse of the plurality of pulses has a same sign as 
the initial sign, and a last pulse of the plurality of pulses has a final sign which is 
opposite the initial sign, each pulse of the plurality of pulses having a pulse 
duration which is less then the first duration, and a final pulse having the final 
sign and a final duration larger than the pulse duration " in combination with other 
limitations of claims 1. 6. and 13 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
